“C.C.” has a large- white fur mat, of goatskin 
she thinks, but “it certainly is not sheepskin.” 
It has been highly ornamental in her drawing- 
room until latterly, when it has become very 
dirty. She finds it would be expensive to have 
the mat cleaned at a furrier’s or dyer's, she there- 
fore wishes to clean it herself, and wants to know 
what she should use and how it is to be done. 
For scrubbing board she can utilize the 
kitchen table; she will also require a scrubbing 
brush, a coarse flannel, a large sponge, a couple 
of clean cotton or linen rubbing cloths, one und 
or a pound and a half of soap—according the 
size of the mat—plenty of clean warm water, and 
a nail of common sour. To form the latter, enough 
oil of vitriol (bought at the oilshop, not at the 
chomist’s, as the rougher sort is best—the cost 
about a penny) is stirred with clean water to make 
it taste sharp. Cut up one pound of goap into a 
gallon of hot water, thorous — dissolve the soap,
